Through the ef- 
forts of the’ Palm Beach County 
Health Department, according to 
County Commissioner Paul Rardin, 
the mobile unit of the State Health 
Department will be available to 
residents of the Upper Glades be- 
ginning tomorrow—Dec. 6. * 

Commissioner Rardin pointed 
out that each year the county com- 
mission sets up -in the annual 
budget an amount sufficient to 
take care of operation of the Palm 
Beach County Health Department. 
Since inception of the department 
a few short years ago the county 
has budgeted $56,000 annually for 
department work, this amount be- 
ing matched by the State Health 
Department.

“Formulae for ten years of year- 
around operation of Passion Play 
Amphitheater on a self-sustaining 
basis are blue-printed now, with 
names attached and ready for an- 
nouncement by February 15, 1953. 
All we ask of Florida citizens is 
that they inspect their. Amphi- 
theater, heed ‘public announce- 
ments, and act as their hearts and 
heads dictate. 

“Activating force for the year- 
around program is -Amphitheater 
Pioneers Club, whose 1953: activi- 
ties I am honored to direct. The 
Club is a non-profit, public-sub- 
scription organization set up with- 
in non-profit Passion Play .Amphi- 
theater of Florida, Inc., to handle 
Amphitheater production business. 

“In the case of the Club's first 
Presentation, Black Hills Passion 
Play which for ten years will be 
the pattern for all Amphitheater 
presentations, there is no produc- 
tion problem. However, there is a 
most important task for Pioneers 
Club in connection with the open- 
ing in January of the Amphithea- 
ter and the Play. 

“When the Amphitheater is com- 
pleted December 20th, all funds 
raised by lọan and donation to 
Passion Play Amphitheater, Inc., 
will be exhausted. 

“Founders of Pioneer Club pro- 
pose to raise up to $30,000 by sall- 
ing 3,000 charter memberships in

The next problem of Club meni- 
ers, Woolfolk explained, will be in 
‘advertising, by word of mouth and 
-personal recommendaiton, two oth-

mediately after Passion Play clos- 
ing March 5th. Now on the list of 
coming events is a large-size music 
production and, to further Amphi- 
theater engineering to perfection, 
a small straight-drama production.
